ORKAT FRESHET IN TUB DMAWAHB— 


HBAVV Loss OK Pitoi'KKTY.--])uring Sat- 
urday and yesterday there was a great 
frethet in the Delaware and Lehigh rivers, 
and large amounts of property were de- 
utroyed. On Saturday the eddy in the 
Delaware above jEaston, was filled with 
rafts'which had been landed, some of them 
belonging to the raftmen, and others having 
been sold to lumbermen in this neighbor- 
hood. Two log rafts were landed at the 
town, and during the afternoon of Satur- 
day a large log rait belonging to a Mr. Ross 
was started from the eddy and with great 
difficulty landed by the assistance of many 
men, just above the bridge. 


Yesterday morning, at 7 o'clock, _the 


freshet -in the Delaware had reached nine- 
teen feet, and six heavy rafts broke loose 
from their fastenings at the eddy, and went 
off. 
One of them struck a pier of the Dela- 


ware bridge, and swinging around came 
against a Tog raft fastened to the shore and 
broke it in two, but did not loosen it from 
its fastenings. Several other rafts passed 
down during the day, some of them being 
much broken and injured. Of those which 
broke loose from the eddy in the morning, 
two belonged to Mr. Michael Butz, of our 
borough ; one to Mr. James MeKeen, of 
South Easton; one to Mr. Doster, of Beth- 
lehem, and two to raftsmen. At noon 
the water had reached a height of twenty- 
two feet. 


The waters of Lehigh were also greatly 


swollen, and much property was injured.— 
About ten o'clock A. M. of yesterday, the 
Lehigh commenced falling at Bethlehem 
and other points vbove the dams, but for 
some distance above Easton the waters were 
dammed by the Delaware, and fences, lum- 
ber, &c., were put afloat, to the great dam- 
age of the owners. 


At six o'clock last evening the Delaware 


had reached a height of 23 1-2 feet, and 
was rising very slowly. At this time two 
more rafts broke loose at the eddy and came 
down. They were both log rafts. The 
larger oue belonged to Mr. Doster, of Beth- 
lehem, and was worth about $800. This
